The Yearbook Staff is honoured to dedicate this 1967 edition of the Blue and Gold 
to William A. Taschuk. 

Eastglen Composite High School lost a friend, a teacher, and a administrator with 
the untimely death of William A. Taschuk. Mr. Taschuk was Assistant Principal at 
Eastglen for the past three years. He was co-ordinator for grade ten this year, after 
having co-ordinated the Senior Class of 1966. His loyalty to the school was unswerving. 
His wise counsel and sympathetic understanding of student problems made hima 
friend to those in difficulty. We miss his sense of humor and his presence both of which 
had become a regular and enjoyed part of Eastglen life. 

Mr. Taschuk was born and received his early education in Morecambe, Alberta, then 
at Camrose Normal School where he received his early training as an educator. His 
teaching career started at Duvernay, Alberta in 1933, but was interrupted by three years 
of service in the Canadian Army from 1942 to 1945. Mr. Taschuk received his Bachelor 
of Science shortly after the end of World War Two, and later completed Bachelor of 
Education and Master of Education degrees from the University of Alberta. He served 
as principal at the Myrnam school for seven years then moving to Edmonton and teaching 
at the Mill Creek and Calder Elementary Schools and then Eastglen Composite High 
School. He became Assistant Principal of the Victoria Vocational High School in 1963 
and assumed the Assistant Principalship of Eastglen Composite High School in 1964. 

Mr. Taschuk was active in many school activities, both as teacher and as 
administrator. These activities included sponsorship of boys’ curling, awards board 
chairman, and advisor to the Students’ Union. His administrative duties during the 
last three years included the general supervision of all extracurricular activities in the 
school. While a teacher at Eastglen, Mr. Taschuk’s favourite subject was Physics 30. 
His interest and enthusiasm combined with his way of teaching transmitted much of his 


energy and curiosity regarding his subject to his students. The result is the outstanding 
work of his students many of whom continued their studies in Honors Physics at 
University. 

Eastglen, to say the least, is not complete without him. To his wife Bessie, his 
daughter, Mrs. Rena Klaffke of Calgary, and to his two sons, Peter and Edwin, we 
extend our sincere sympathy and respect.

Eastglen Composite High School has provided us with an educational program, personnel, 
administration, and facilities - a setting in which we might prepare ourselves for the business of 
living and making a living in the adult world. How much we have benefitted from this opportunity 
is an individual matter. If we have spent three years complaining about our school or blaming it 
for our failure to reach the top, then we are surely ill-fitted to enter the adult world. If, however, 
we have been able to realize that many people have done and are doing their utmost to give us 
every opportunity to do our best, then we may be able to enter the adult world and in some way 
make a significant contribution in a problem laden society. 

To the people who have guided us through high school we are all truly grateful. Thank 
you, teachers, for treating us like young men and women. By precept and example you have 
earned our highest esteem and admiration. A special thank you, too for devoting your time to 
assist and guide us in our extracurricular activities. 

Most of us find it hard to express to our parents the gratitude that we feel within us. 
Thank you, parents, for loving us when we have been so unloveable, for having encouraged us 
when we have despaired, and for providing us with our material needs, even when we seemed 
so ungrateful.

Canada’s Centennial! How should we, as Canadians, feel? These are questions each of us 
should be thinking about in Canada’s Centennial Year. We should think and feel nationalism, try 
in our own way for unification within Canada where it is lacking and be thankful that 100 Years 
ago Canada was fortunate enough to become independent under a democracy where there was 
freedom of speech, religion and press for every individual. 

Eastglen’s school term of 1966-67 was to be the year of involvement. The question to the 
students was why not get involved in helping to celebrate Canada’s 100th Birthday. The wide 
variety of projects was to allow the participation of as many interested students as possible. 

It is hoped that by the end of the year, each student will have contributed his touch for 
Centennial. 

The loudest project in Eastglen seemed to be the new bell which was bought from the 
C.N. Warehouse in Montreal. Although there was some delay in arriving it finally came and a 
location was quickly found. The bell is the symbol of Centennial across Canada and is to be 
rung on every special occasion. Also in February, was the Citizenship Court Ceremony in which 
fifty students and teachers received their Canadian Citizenship Papers from Judge Allan. The 
guest speaker was the Honorable Grant MacEwan who gave an interesting talk on Canada’s 
Youth. Our Drama and English Departments combined to write and present the one-act play 
“Mr. Morse You'll Never Know the Trouble You’ve Caused’’ by Brian Rudko centered on a part 
of Canadian History. Eastglen’s second Literary Magazine ‘‘Focus’’, also in the Centennial 
program, will contain essays, short stories and poems collected from the contests held for each 
category. In Art, two murals and a sculpture are planned. One mural is of a wood relief 
representing different parts of Canada from coast to coast. The other is of acrylics on 
Canadian History. : : 

Other projects included the Centennial Activity Cards, school rings, and various social 
functions. It is the hope that through these activities Eastglen can be said to have had the 
“Centennial Spirit’.
